Deputies Dail and Locklin saw Suspect Rodriguez 
run a red light then enter the 105 Freeway. They 
followed the suspect and saw him violate several 
Vehicle Code sections. The suspect exited the 
freeway at Vermont Ave., ran a red light, almost 
struck a bus, then proceeded southbound on 
Vermont Ave. They attempted to effect a traffic 
stop at 119" St.; however, the suspect made a right 
turn onto 119" St. at which time both deputies saw 
that the suspect had an assault rifle. The suspect 
turned northbound on New Hampshire Ave., 
stopped mid-block, exited his vehicle and 
immediately began shooting at the deputies. The 
deputies stopped their radio car, exited and returned 
fire. The suspect then ran westbound thru 
residences and out of view. The suspect remains 
outstanding.

On Friday, April 9, 2004, Sergeants Richard Smith and John Harris, along with Lieutenant Stacy 
Lee of the Internal Affairs Bureau, responded to  S. New Hampshire Ave., Los Angeles, 
regarding a Deputy Involved Shooting involving Transit Services Bureau personnel. 


The summary of this incident is based on information obtained from interviews of the involved 
employees and witnesses, whose statements are contained in the Transit Services Bureau case 
package as well as physical evidence collected at the scene by Los Angeles Sheriff’s Department 
Crime Lab personnel (refer Exhibit A).

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 
Deputy Daniel Dail 


Deputy Dail said that they were traveling westbound on Imperial Hwy. They saw the suspect vehicle 
run the red light at Croesus Ave. and Imperial Hwy. The suspect then made a u-turn to westbound 
Imperial Hwy. and entered the 105 Fwy westbound on the Wilmington Ave. on-ramp. They 
followed the suspect onto the freeway and ran the license plate as they passed Central Ave. The 
plate returned to the wrong vehicle; however, it was determined that the wrong license plate had 
been run, and at the junction of the 105 Fwy and the 110 Fwy, the correct license plate was checked. 
The return on the correct license plate returned as the suspect exited the freeway at Vermont Ave. 
At this point Deputy Locklin activated the overhead lights and sounded their siren two times in order 
to conduct a traffic stop of the suspect for the red light violation. 
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The suspect adjusted his rear view mirror and looked directly at the radio car in that mirror. The 
suspect then attempted to drive through the red light at Vermont Ave. and the 105 Fwy off-ramp. 
As the suspect tried to run the red light a bus pulled away from the curb on the west side of Vermont 
Ave. into the intersection preventing the suspect from proceeding for the moment. After the bus 
cleared the suspect’s path, he proceeded to make a left turn, through the red light, to southbound 
Vermont Ave. They followed the suspect with their overhead lights activated in order to stop the 
suspect. As the suspect approached 119" St. another bus pulled away from the curb, again almost 
colliding with the suspect vehicle as the suspect “fumbled” with something on the front seat. 


The suspect raised an object from the front seat as he made a right turn onto westbound 119" St., 
which he recognized as the stock of an AK-47 assault rifle. Deputy Locklin said “He’s got an AK” 
He's got an AK.” As Deputy Locklin turned onto 119" St., following the suspect, Deputy Dail 
broadcast a pursuit of a man with a gun. The suspect turned right onto northbound New Hampshire 
Ave. and proceeded approximately fifteen houses. He saw the suspect abruptly stop in the middle 
of the street and exit his vehicle. Immediately upon exiting his vehicle the suspect began shooting 
the rifle at the radio car. 


Deputy Dail said that as the radio car was stopping, he opened his door and took a defensive position 
between the door and the body of the radio car. He saw the muzzle flash from the suspect's rifle, 
heard rounds passing by him, and fearing for his life, returned fire. As he returned fire, he saw the 
suspect run west and he lost sight of the suspect when the suspect reached the front of a white van 
which was stopped on the driveway apron of a residence opposite where the suspect had stopped his 
vehicle. After regaining his “composure,” he broadcast the deputy involved shooting and due toa 
better familiarity with the area, requested Lennox Station units to set up a containment of the area 
as he and Deputy Locklin maintained their position on New Hampshire Ave. 


Deputy Dail said that the suspect fired three to five rounds at him and he fired six rounds at the 
suspect before he lost sight of the suspect. 


Deputy Victor Locklin 


Deputy Locklin said that they were stopped at a red light westbound Imperial Hwy at Croesus Ave. 
He saw the suspect vehicle stopped approximately two cars in front of him, proceed through a red 
light then make a u-turn back to the Wilmington Ave. on-ramp. The suspect vehicle ran a red light 
at that intersection and entered the 105 Fwy. Westbound. He proceeded through the intersection and 
entered the 105 Fwy. following the suspect vehicle. Deputy Dail checked the suspect vehicle license 
plate which returned to a Toyota, which was not the suspect vehicle. Deputy Dail reran the license 
plate at which time it returned to a Honda, which was the suspect vehicle. As the vehicle drove 
westbound on the 105 Fwy. the suspect swerved in and out of traffic violating several traffic laws. 


The suspect vehicle exited the 105 Fwy. at Vermont Ave. and stopped at the red light. They decided 
to stop the suspect vehicle and activated their overhead lights to affect a traffic stop. The suspect 
looked in his rear view mirror, then proceeded to run the red light, almost striking a bus, turning 
southbound on Vermont Ave. They followed the suspect and as the suspect approached 119" St., 
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he saw the suspect raise a rifle up from the front seat. He told Deputy Dail to broadcast that they 
were following a man with a gun as the suspect turned westbound on 119" St. The suspect turned 
northbound on New Hampshire Ave. and Deputy Locklin gave the suspect space due to the presence 
of the rifle which he had recognized as an assault rifle. 


The suspect stopped mid block on New Hampshire Ave. and exited his vehicle. He stopped the 
radio car and exited, taking cover between the driver’s door and the body of the radio car. After the 
suspect exited his vehicle, he (Locklin) saw the suspect raise the rifle to his shoulder and begin firing 
at him and Deputy Dail. Being in fear for his life and that of Deputy Dail, he returned fire, firing 
approximately three rounds. The suspect ran westbound in front of a white van which was parked 
on the driveway apron ofa residence and he ran around the radio car to the east taking cover behind 
a vehicle which was parked against the east curb of New Hampshire. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS 


Witness MY said that he had stopped his vehicle on the driveway apron of his residence at MY 
New Hampshire Ave. He walked to the driveway gate that crosses his driveway at the sidewalk and 
was unlocking the gate when he heard a police siren. At the same time the suspect vehicle stopped, 
in the street, adjacent to his vehicle. 


He looked toward the suspect vehicle and saw the suspect, his EE, exit the vehicle with 
a rifle and take a crouched position facing toward a radio car that was stopped in the street, south 
of his location. The suspect brought the rifle to his shoulder and began firing in the direction of a 
deputy who had exited the radio car on the drivers side and taken a position between the door and 
the body of the radio car. The suspect fired five to eight shots at the deputy who returned fire. The 
suspect then ran toward the driveway gate which was now unlocked. The suspect dropped the rifle 
and ran west up the driveway and out of view. 


Witness J said that he was in front of his residence playing baseball. His ball rolled out into 
the street and, when he chased it into the street, he saw a man (Suspect Rodriguez) exit his car and 
begin shooting at the deputies, who were stopped up the street. The man ran toward the house on 
the opposite side of the street (West) and he ran inside his residence. 


Witness MY said that he was standing in front of his driveway when he heard approximately 
twelve gun shots. He saw two deputies taking cover behind their radio car just south of his 
residence. 
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Witness J said that he was standing in front of i. when he saw a 
blue Honda turn right from 119" St. at a high rate of speed. The Honda proceeded northbound on 
New Hampshire Ave. Seconds later a radio car turned northbound onto New Hampshire Ave. with 
its lights and siren activated. As he continued watching the incident he heard gunshots and 
immediately took cover. 


Witness [J said that he washing his car in front of his residence when he saw a blue car northbound 
on New Hampshire Ave. at a high rate of speed with a radio car, lights and siren activated, 
following. The radio car stopped and the deputies exited the radio car. At this time he heard 
gunshots and immediately took cover behind his car.
